BERLIN, July 8.—Soviet

Soviet Marshal Vassily D. Sokolov- 
sky is flying to Moscow for con- 
sultations on the three-power al- 
lied protest oyer the continuing 
Soviet blockade of western Ber- 
lin.Coincident with the enforced 
electric, power cuts, allied occupa- 
tional authorities faced a stern 
new Soviet measure. 


Hints New Move 


The Soviet news agency ADM 


hinted that the Russians are plan- 
ning to stop all allied, automobile 
traffic from Berlin to the west on 
the grounds that "new regulations 
oh auto travel ar» necessary ^ lo 
protect Russian zonal economy." 


The Soviets previously halted all 


purely German automobile traffii 
in both directions as welt as allied 
motor travel into Berlin from the 
western zones of Germany.

Late blight, dreaded fu/igus dis- 


ease which infects tomatoes and 
potatoes and causes severe damage 
if not controlled, again is attacking 
both of these crops ,ln Pennsyl- 
vania, according lo'word trom c» 
lenslon plant palhologlsts of Penn- 
sylvania Slate college. 


If control, measures are applied 


promptly losses can he held at a 
minimum; otherwise,' the* disease 
can 'wipe out an entire crop. Tlie 
disease has marie its appearance 
earlier than usual, and under fa- 
vorable 
weather' conditions—ex- 


cessive rainfall and cool nights— 
spreads rapidly. 


Tiie best known control is to 


spray or dust infected crop; to 
the schedule drawn by the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service. 
This 


schedule calls for use of Zerlate 
or Karhpnl White for contro! of 
-early blight and anthracnose, then 
changing to copper sprays or dusts 
If laic blight appears. 


WAYS TO PREPARE GARDEN- 


FRESH PEAS 


Peas fresh from the garden can 


be prepared in many ways. Psas 
are high In fond value, They sup- 
ply vitamins A and B and furnish 
starch. They are a source of pro- 
tein and many minerals, loo. Fro- 
zen peas slay bright green and 
taste more Jlkc Ihe garden fresh 
vegetables lhan peas preserved any 
oilier way. A? In freezing all vege- 
tables, speed is important. 
One 


hour from garden to Iho freezer ir 
a good rule to follow. Pick peas a 
bit younger for freezing than you 
would for eating fresh. 


For canning peas the pressure 


canner Is recommended. 
Speed Is 


important in canning too. Be sure 
the peas you can are not tqo ma- 
ture for they will have a starchy 
taste. Keep the color, flavor and 
food value when preparing fresh 
peas, by cooking them in a small 
amount of water. Cook them with 
the lid on Ihc pan for 15 to 10 min- 
utes or just until they arc done. 


Many salads can be made from 


cooked peas. They can be made 
hearty enough to serve as the main 
dish of the meal. Vary salads by 
adding hard-cooked egg, chopped 
pickles, cooked carrots or other 
vegetable, or cheese.

WASHINGTON, July 8.—(INSl 


—The veterans administration an- 
nounced today that effective Sept. 
1 allowances for dependents will 
be paid veterans with service-con- 
nected disabilities rated 60 per- 
cent or more In degree. 


This will have the effect of in- 


creasing compensation for disabled 
ex-servicemen up to a maximum 
boost of $91 a month for a 100 per- 
cent disabled war veteran with a 
wife, three ocimore children, and 
two dependent parents. 


Under the previous law, disa- 


bility 
compensation 
was

'upon the degree of disability, whe- 
ther or not the veteran had de- 
pendents. 


Cuch veterans will continue to 


receive their regular compensation
